Figures showing country-wide registrations in the month 
of July, wheh compared with the statistics for July, 1926, 
fully bear out the forecast made last month as to general 
trends. Makers in this territory had a total cf 196,621 pas- 
senger cars registered in July, 65,758 less than the 262,379 
registered in July a year ago, from the most nearly complete 
data available. 

Ford registrations showed the most conspicuous 
decrease. There were. 27,649 Fords registered in July, com- 
pared with 110,988 in July, 1926. This is a decrease of 83,339 
cars for the month. Decrease in Dodge registrations was 
also marked. July registrations were 10,694 for July, com- 
pared with 21,817 in July last year, a decrease of 11,123 
cars for the month. 

Buick showed the largest numerical increase, the 
figures being 20,391, compared with 12,650, or a gain 
of 7,741. Pontiac’s figures for the two years were 
11,660 and 4,928, an increase of 6,732; Essex, 17,506 
this year, compared with 12,304 in 1926, an increase 
ef 5,202; Chrysler, 13,560, compared with 9,728, an 
increase of 3,832; Chevrolet, 46,657, compared with 
44,196, an increase of 2,461. Chevrolet’s July registra- 
tions were by far the largest of any make in the 
industry. 

| Reo, Hudson, Packard and Oldsmobile showed registra- 
tion gains and a slight increase was also shown in the Stude- 
| baker figures. Of the three new cars, La Salle registrations 
for the month were 1,286; Falcon, 812; Wolverine, 400.

New Title Actin — 
Maryland to Prove 
Boon to Dealers 


By AVERY McBEE 

ALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 

Beginning October 1, the way 

of the Maryland automobile deal- 

ers will be smoothed considerably 

in the matter of titling new cars 
sold to purchasers. 

This is by act of the last Maryland 
Legislature, which recognized the 
difficulties of the dealer, both in the 
assignment of title of old dates and 


in the double payment fer certifi- 
cates of titles. A simple explana- 
tion of the situation follows:— 
Under the old law. a dealer re- 
ceiving a bill of lading for a ship- 
ment of cars was unable to lift the 
machines until he first had ob- 
tained title for each one in the 
name of his firm. He was forced to 
pay $1 for each title. and when he

. sold the car to a purchaser he was 


compelled to pay another dollar for 
the assignment of title. 

DeaJers in popular makes, moving, 
say, 1500 cars a year, had to pay 
$3,000 a vear on titles alone. 

The dealers in higher-priced ma- 
chines were not disturbed by this 
phase the situation so much as 
by the fact that their cars; which 
are moved very slowly, show titles 
sometimes four, five or six months 
old, influencing purchasers against 
them. 

Under the new law the dealer 
will not be compelled to take out a 
title in his company’s name. He 
merely applies and receives with- 
out charge from the commissioner 
of motor vehicles what will be 
called a “dealers’ title,” which will 
not figure in a transaction with a 
purchaser. Thus, the dealer pays 
only $1 for an original title in the 
name of his customer, which counts 
heavily for the merchandisers of 
popular makes. 

On the other hand, the dealer in 
quality cars which might be kept in 
stock for months at a time will not

True it is that these plugs are 
short-circuited, and that when 
tested the spark can be seen to 
bridge the gaps. 3ut these 
are not efficient, are not supplying 
that hot, fat spark essential 
preper flame propagation. 

In the old days when ‘uel was 
better and the choke not in use, 
spark plugs gave longer service 
because less carbon, soot, ctc., was 
present. But the heavy fuel of 
today, with excessive use of the 
choke, deposits carbon on‘the in- 
sulater. And points burn away 
under the terrific heat. 

All this is not new. Thos: 
ignition branch of the industry are 
aware of the facts, ervice 
stations, dealers and garages do not 
seem to have got the idea. Many 
continue to spend effort on clean- 
ing plugs and testing those in the 
engine. 

AS an example

When the owner asked 
if the other two could not be fixed 
up the mechanic said he would do 
his best. 

He did—for the shop—by running 
up about 30 minutes labor at $1.50 
the hour. This cost the car owner 
75 cents. And he still had two poor 
plugs in his engine. Had he been 
properly sold he could have had two 
efficient pulgs for an additional 75 
cents.

a new plug in labor. “For there is 
other time involved, i. e., that of 
testing the engine after reno- 
vated plug has been replaced. 

Just why spark plugs are 
quently sold on price cost 
owner instead of results to the pock- 
etbook of car owner a ques- 
tion. If we are correct in assuming 
that a set of poor plugs, or one or 
two, reduce the horsepower output 
of the engine, then it is logical to 
reason that more fuel must be 
burned to obtain the same given re- 
sults. It is a source of wonder to 
the writer that so many dealers sell 
plugs as plugs, as an item to be sold 
when the old plug is dead. Millions 
of plugs are living, but dead so 
far as efficiency and fuel economy 
are concerned.
